District Attorney Jerome did not make 
formal application for the appointment 
of a commission in lunacy, but in an 
impassioned speech appealed to the 
conscience of court, asserting that 
lhaw, as ne sits daily in court, is un- 
able intelligently to advise his counsel, 
and is believed by every one who has 
ang come into contact with 
him insane. 


Jerome Says Thaw Is Crazy. 
Mr. Jerome asserted that his own allien- 


ists—the six men who testified for the 
state—were convinced when they had 
considered all the facts in connection 
wita the case, that Thaw was of un- 
sound mind. Mr. Jerome dramatically 
accuseg the counsel for the defense of 
concealing testimony, which, if pre- 
sented to the court, would make the con- 
tinuance of the trial a crime. 

So earnestly did he plead that Justice 
Fitzgerald dismissed the jury until Fri- 
day morning, and adjourned court until 
2 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, when, § in 
the absence of the panel, he will con- 
sider whatever evidence either side aas 
to offer, and decide whether the trial 
shall go on, or whether a commission in 
lunacy shall be. apointed to pass updn

a seating capacity of about nine or ten 
tnousand. The Atlanta building will ac- 
comodate about the same number. In 
addition to this big hall, there will prob- 
awly be another auditorium on the sec- 
ond floor with a seating capacity of 
about a thousand for general convention 
purposes, where the numober of delegates 
run from three four hundred to a 
thousand. 

Architect Morgan stated that the acous- 
tic properties in many auditoriums 
inspected were carefully looked into, and 
that little or no trouble was antici- 
pated along this line. The entire struc- 
ture would be built with reference’ to 
this important feature. Provision will 
also be made for a large pipe organ. 

It Is expected that the new plans will 
Include a large auditorium on the ground 
floor practically the same size as the 
lot, which is 200 by 300 feet, at the cor- 
ner of Gilmer and Courtland streets.

These plans 
have been referred to me by the chief of 
engineers to report wpon, and in order 
that all parties at interest may have full 
opportunity to be heard in the matter, I 
heen directed to hold the public 
above mentioned.
